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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to tlie amendnnents filed Marcli 31, 2008. In the instant 
amendnnent, claims 1, 5, 12, 16, 18, 22, 23, and 26 have been amended; and claims 
29-30 have been added. 

2. The object to the claims is withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendments. 

3. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 12-14, 16, 18, 21-26, and 29-30 have been examined, and all 
remained pending claims now are being allowed (renumbered 1-17). 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

4. As Applicants pointed out in the Remarks, the prior art of record (McGuire) do not 
disclose and/or fairly suggest at least claimed limitations in independent claim 1 
" . . .receiving a plurality of upgrade objects associated witli tiie computer program, . . . 
wlierein eacli said upgrade object contains a respective sequence number, wlierein at 
least one said upgrade object contains at least one respective prerequisite, ... and 
executing eacli said script on said first computer system witli tlie script processing 
module, . . . and wlierein the at least one prerequisite allows at least one script to be 
executed out of sequence . . . instructs a user to manually perform an operation for 
performing said upgrade" an6 in such manners in other independent claims 12, 16, 18, 
and 23 (Remarks, pp. 12-15). 

These claimed limitations are not present in the prior art of record and would not 
have been obvious, thus all pending claims 1-2, 4-5, 12-14, 16, 18, 21-26, and 29-30 
are allowed (renumbered as 1-17).
